I had scaredy given to the world my first volume of infomtuUiort mpecl- 
ing the Western Hemisphere, when 1 had fortned the dcsigri of compiling 
and writing a conesponding work on Ihe Eastern HemlBphRre', or, more 
particularly, of such part of the latter, ns might he iochided within the 
British Dominion. As J proceeded, tny resdultckn was par^aJly carried Into 
action ; for amongst the literary researches iit which t flave been ineesaantty 
involved wJtlilD the last siK years, I have been enabled to lay by much useful 
in Formation, and what b perhaps almost equally desirahle, to acquaint 
mysetl with some of the best sources from w'hich more might be drawn. 
As by far the most essential of the latter descriptioQ of acquirements I have 
to distinguish the list of books and authorities which you had some time 
since, so obligingly drawn out for me, as necessary to he consulted For the 
completion of my design.

Prior to the abolition of the Cotlegv of Pwi William* diplomait of 
Honour were signed by the Governor of Bengal in his double rapacity of 
Governor nl Bengal and Visitor of the CoJIogo.

Presidency Cnl\^, should His Hoootir f«J diaposed lo make a grant to rhat 
exlent. Tbc value of the hoots wa* Rs. j,+5o. This recommendation was 
accepted and necessary sanrfion'given tn Government Utter No. 325* datert 
13111 Angusl JS5J. 

On the 24th Ncffonber 1855, the Secretary reported to the Government 
of India in the Home Department, Hut the holldings occupied by ihe Board 
of Examiners had nol Keen repaired fw nix y^re. Orders were iwned by 
the Government of BcngaT in 1854 directing the repairs to be undertaken 
hut the proprietors liad not done anything and some of the rooms were 
coniequentty quite nninhabiubte. The Sccreiarj- in pointing the uncertainly 
of llie Board's tenure being liable to be called upon to pay a considerabfy 
enhanced rent 01 tv inm out at a month's notice, staled that a favourable 
opportunity presented itself " for securinga fine house with a vrjy splendid 
hall, and otherwise imifiriently large to n(ford ample accomodation for the 
College library, the Board's Office and their Secretary at a monthly rent of 
Rs- 300." By this aTTangement a permanenl saving of 1200. rupees annually 
would be offcctwi. This house rras No. j, Little Rtissnn Street which was 
In the occupation of Dr. Clappcrton and waa in every w^y eligible. 

The Clril Architect was directed (Utter No. Government of India 
Home Department, dated 17th Novcmbcf 1855) to procure the boose for ihJ 
uac of the Board on a lea^r for three years al a monthfy rental not excecdtng 
Rs. 300, The Board moved its office to Ko. 1, LittJe Ruiseir Street from 
trt January 1856. A biU for Rs. 436-3 w^ also passed for purchase of 
fixtures in the house. In December 1855 the Master of the Mint, Colonel 
Smith, reported that a new matrix die for Hinmping the gold medals had 
better be procured from England as the dd die was sunken and cracked, 
Thu step was accordingly sanctioned (Letter Book 3 page 34),

On the iSth January the Secretary addressed the Chief Magistrate 
Calcutta Police, on the subject of the rate of pay demanded by coolies and 
hackney drivers for moving the Board’s office bom Tank Sqnare. Coolies, 
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lie 4 *ys^ demanded t anna aod 6 pics a trip, or foar atitias a day (to A. Sf. 
to 5 P- M') The hackney drivers also demanded higher wages and under 
compulsion, Lieutenant Lertr says, he had to pay Rs. 66-13-9, "double what 
would have been an equitable cemuni;ratTon lor the people employed,'’ Tiie 
rale ©I |«y compares very favourably with that clwrgeij by coolies now-a-days 
(19^3) when they will not work for less than S annas a {lsv)i 

Another very Iniportanl ruoctfon wMs performed by the Secretary lo the 
Board of Examiners a* lie was appointed a Hetnber of the Board of Exammers 
for the exammarioQ of candidates for eommlsiiiijns to Vfer Majesty’s Army.

It appears from Mr. K. M. Banrrjea'a minute that ability to read and 
cemstnu readtiy atid on the spot manuscripti such as arc usually written by 
oativea in the course of business formed part of lUe foterpreter*' £aaitiinati0n> 
in Addition to these obligatory examinations there were Military Priae 
Examinatloos in any two of the following tanguages : 

(A) Arabic, Persian, tlrdo; (6) Sanscrit, KEadi and Bengali provided 
that one of each class A and B must be chosen. 

This examioatioo was open to officers of all three Presidencies, 

In commenting upon, the reconunendations of the Sfadras Ooveinmont 
the President of the Board of ExAinitiefa, (Mr. A, Sconce) wsA not prepared 
to recommend the depoTiution of young officers for non-pro)iclcncy in native 
languages. The Revd, Mr. K. \l Banerjea. thought the (P El) teat ttio low, 
and the (P] test too High for the advantages they roT^pectlvely offered. He was 
alio opposed to the penalty of dismissal. He also wished Persian to be 
omitted from the fnterpreters* lest and colloquial Hindi substiculed for tt. 
He advocated the provision by the Se.^retary of State of guod grammatical 
instruction of cadets in Hirnluslani in England. 

Captain Lees wrote A very long minute, agreeing with the President 
that In vievv of the cLanges about to take place in the organ iiation of tlie 
army, the present was not a suitable time to dbeuss this question. In para. 
10 be advocated the institution of a single esamiaation in the native 
languages to qualify for every department of the public service. If It were 
considered (para. 14) necessary to mainiaia the Interpreters* examination tt 
would be then the higbesl standard for candidates for the situation of 
Regimental Interpreter tie advocated that the post of Regimental Inter* 
prater should better paid as an inducement to officers to qualify by this 
test. He considered the (P. H) test in Bengal less severe ihun tlie hfadraa 
Interpreters’ teat wWle the Interpreters* or P examtiiattan was more severe 
than any of the Madras caaminatiotis. 

He also advui^ted the removal of the restrlctlnna which governeil 
the Military Prlxc Examinations, pointing out the unfairness of compelling 
officers to master two laoguagea of totally distinct familEem. He therefore 
recommended the reduction of the prise and allowing it for one language 
only. He further advocated the exteiisipa to .Military o^ers of the rewarda 
for Honour examiiiatioite and the readjustment of the ecate of rewards in 
consonance with the degree of dJlficuEty of the different languages and 
combated the opialon that for a primary test a amattering of colloquial 
was sufficient. Capudn Lee$ also was sirongly opposed EQ lunpQ sttt g thfi 
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penalty of dismissal from the service upon officers wtto failed lo pass wjthffi 
a given time. He would prefer to iinpose penaltie* rather In the nature of 
flisabililies and desired that CKaminalioo in Hindubtani should be made 
compuiiiory on candidittes for dinset apptiitUmBiil, 

Sir Hugh Kosc concurred w>tb the Board of tixaminrrs in considering 
the lime infelicitous for the discussion and it was accordingly postponed 
for the present. 

In Augtisi 18S0V the Board of Exammers addressed Government upon 
the subject of the Degree of Honour Testa recomim nding certain cliang**s 
in text-books and vrlth regard to the Interpreters' test they rrconrmrtided 
subslituaon of the Ikhwaiiu-s-Safa for Oie Bagh-o-Baljar wliidi laticr was 
the text-book for the “ P- H. or lower standard,'* Cundldatrs were to be 
examined in the old text-books up to »St July ifffii. (No. 277, dared yrst 
August (S60). The revise: d list of textbooks was published in Decembrr 
iSbo. TliC draii order appears in letter. (Nup 303 S B E 1 #oUi October i86oJf 

In Dccembi'f l8bo, the Govumment of India approved of Captain Lerrs's

In February 1863. the Board of Eitaminrr# addtesseii Coverninedl (leltcf 
No. Sy. rJaleil SGtb February (863) upon certain point* regarding the arrange¬ 
ments under which Junior dvif Servant* were sent out from Eogknd under 
the Ciunpetitton-systirm* it wjs pointed that wHh regard to ibe oriental 
eUtdie^ of those young tnen, rules w*i.e P^jmid and chnngra made without 
any itference from England to Inttb and Wot tuf/ie. to the great dotrimenl 
both of the ‘auflents and of t'‘e Government of Indio.

At this lime Govcrnmeol having called upon the Boord ot Exnrniner* fo* 
information is toIhe Caisyab language ihc study ol which Government deslrod 
to enODUiBge. the Board (No. 494- 'S**' Novrniber 1863) reported 

that a dictionary and grammar of the language were in course ol preparation 
under the iUperintendeoce of thu Kevd.

In August iSh6i the Punph Govemment asked that Major Lees might 
be permilted to vUil Ibe Punjab to in the arrangvcttenis for foynding 
the new OrieataJ Callage at I^hare; Government of India »aoctianed 

this iiid Major Su George wa^ directed to take oharjge of the currant duties 
of ilia OJTice of Secretary,. Board of Exaininerii, during Major Lee«'S absentx* 
Major L<*e» handed aver charge on the ftth Seplcmbc:r t866, and resniniH] it 
on 3fd Oecemlicr, Before handing over charge Major l^es suhnnltted a 
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JcIttTT to Govcmmeiit (No. 162, datrd 6tH September i 366 ) rr|HKting tli*l the 
whole of the Dt'lhi maniiscripts had been rcclassibed, reairanged ood 
recaUlogtted. Tliree liundred copies ot the catalogue of the meDuscripta 
recommended for sale had been printfid and it was rcoommenderl that these 
should be widely circttlated^ and a day Axed for the sate some time itt lanuaty 
tSAy. Major Ines asked that the Assistant and two Duftriea miglit atill 
be retained. This tvas sanctioned (Government Letter No. 5^15, dated 3 th 
October 1866, and Government Letter No. 1S37, dated 3jst D«ciiibct iStiA)..

No, 48, dated 6lh February 1868). In ackoowledging this gift Captain Lera 
proposes lo forivard for tlie approval of Government a list of the works 
wnich liave beeik pubibhed from time to time by the Pfofe**ors of thif 
Coilege d Fort Williain and the Board of Ex^minefs for preseotatioo to the 
School of Orieotat Languages. An interchasge ol publtcatiotifi was suggested 
by Moos.

With reference to thb It may be vtiserved that coxiLdidates were alinwcd

passed by the Lower Stsodardi. This the Board of Examiners had consistent, 
1 y Opposed on the ground that it was incompatible with the dcolared 
inteetiiMi of Government that tbr Lower Standard should be a stepping stone 
to thr Higher at llie time Hindi was abolished, and boib Lower ind Higher 
Standards were held in Urdu as well 4* on general gfoundi. 
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In June i8g$ certain repreflenUitotia were made to llie Government 
of (ndU as to the neccEsitj for ainending the eaajnrnalioni in Persian with a 
vkw to incfeasbg their practical utility^ and a long coTrespontlencc began on 
the subject between Gorcmment and the Board of Examiners.

In May 1900, Unction trnv given to examinatjona in Urdu by the Lower 
and Higher Standards being hetd in Maiiritiv$ under the same conditions as 
in Burma, Ueut.-Col, Ranking rv«urtred charge of hb duties on the I7ih 
September 1900, 

The Government of India in reply to the Board's represeotation? 
regarding the lext^book for the Urdu examln&ttons sanctionfrd the re'iiUro* 
duction of the Bagh-o-Bahar (Military Department letter No; 26948.^ dated 
13th September 1900)^ but put forward certain propoiai* for mwlifyjjig the 
examinatiofta which included a propoaaJ to substitute one set of papers for 
candidates by both Higher and Lower Standards as ivell as one to allow 
local committeea to deal finally with the whole of tbe examUtatioa including 
the written exercise. 

The Board of Examiners in their letter No. 1253, dated 37th November 
rpOOj strongty opposed these proposals on the ground that they would react 
most detrimentally upon the efficiency of OJTicers of Native Regiments white 
it woidd also lend to Introduce a» many staudards as there are committees.

This period of leave was to be spent in Caltmlta at the College ot 
Fort William, (Board of Examiners) For the purpou: of undergoing a course 
of systematic instruction tn Urdu^ Under this scheme the rewards for 
passing were to be discontinued and Instructtoo by approved ^funshia 
provided by the FJmrd oF Examiners under the Imtoedlate directloo of the 
Secretary. ExaminatioDs were to be held every montli as a test of the 
progress made and the results reported conhdenlLilly lo the General Officer 
ConnnandiBg the Presidency District. The Secretary was to leceive an 
increment of Rs. 500 a month as Director of Uisicuctlon tn Oriental Languagee, 
and the whole extra cost of the scheme was to be Rs. 12,000 annuaily, Agatn^il 
this it was shewn that some Rs. 13,000 or Rs. t,6ooo annually would be saved in 
rewards.

the approval of Gos-emmeni, a list of uorba suiutble to point of difficulty 10 
the cbanicter of iheae exaotinaiion« as a guide to oandldatBs (Home {>eiiait* 
meat No. 6o€^ dated 5tti Aupost igoj), In this letter Government also 
directed that the services of a Persian or Arabic speakiDg gentle roan 
unconnected with the Board, and not engaged in tuition should in (tdure be 
utilised for the conversatlonat tests in all Persian and /Irabic eaammadoiis 
Held by tba Board.

Biographical Notices- 
THE REVEREND DAVID BROWN 

Firfit Pravosi of t he ColJege of Fort VV||Iiinn, was a Yorkstitre^niati by 
hirih. He a soo of Fraucb BroiAm of Driflield Greets near Dri^eld and 
was bom either late in 1763 or early in 1764 

From hb earty years he was dcrotcd to the servire of the Chtiit^li and 
with that crareer in view was placed under pritale luilbn at Scarborougfi. 
Thence he proceeded to the Public Crnfainar School of Kingston over Hull 
of wTtIch the Reverend Joseph Milner was al that time Hrad Master. 

On the 4tb Februaf)' 1781 he entered '^at I he age of 30** as «m under* 
graduate of Magdalene CoNrge where he was, the rollc-ge records stii-w, 
iilmictcd Siiar by Mr, Samuel HeVi Tutor of ihu College/' lntbef>ani£ 
year he wm decied to a schoUrfihip on Mr. Robert's foundalion. He dors 
not appear to have takeo any degree, 

in Febmary wh^ about w years of age» Mr. Brown whifst $till an 
undergraduate received from Major A. Mitchell of the East India Conupany's 
smkc, ihe offer tA the stiperinUndeoce of the Bengal MiJrtmry Orphan 
Asylum at Howrah near Calcutta, Marriage and ordinilion were indts- 
pcRsahlc qualiflcatLons Imposed upon him m condiilona of acceptance.^ of tbb- 
offer. *nie former condition was complied with ihougbr nnlortunaUrly the 
name of the lady cannol be aocertained, but Mr. Qrou^ njct wLtli a refusal 
from Dr Lou th. Ihe Bishop of tendon to whom he first preferred hh request 
for ordination- How^ever, with iht sanction of the Archbishop ol Caoterbur>" 
be was ordained Deacon by Or. Watson, Ihe Bbhnp of UandaiT on Oie J5tU 
Febroaty 1785. After reosiiing from the Hononroble Court of Directors an 
advance for ihe expenses of rhe voyage to !»dla« Mr. firown sailed on ihc 
t4th November from Gravesend. During the voyage on Ihe ist Februty 
17M1 a son wiis born to the young couple and waa baptised by Um father 
po abih Ffhtmfy by the name of David MiUrlidl. 

They arrived In CoJculta on Thursday the Sib June i and on Sunday 
i8tfa June David Oro^vn aasiimed tomiaJ dbijge of faJi duties aa Superinten* 
tlrnl of the Orphan Asylum- In ibr mtervening days be wu appointed 
Chaplain to the Company's 6th Battalion then quartered at Port Wjlttam^ 
Tbb appoinunenl was made op i6th June* 

in 17S71 David Brown vohuitarily aa^umod charge of the hibs&on Chmch 
upon the retireiucnt of Kiernander whoae ^Lrengih was unequal lo a contln^ 
uaoce in the ministraiiooi cnfeehlcd as he was by old age. He was 76 and

Qturch W9A Kicrnander'* prcrperty and being put op (or sale, was bqcgtit in 
17S7 by Mr. Charles Gram at Llie Civil Service. From tlus time (envard for 
eweniy five yean, David Brown held tbe rninUtry of " (he Old Oiuitb ** as ii 
was sobiic^uentty called. This Church was always known to tlu* native 
community as the " Lai Glrja " (Red Church} a name by which it still goes 
even at the present day. This name arose frooi its being covered with a 
kind ol red plaster pieces of which have within the last few years been 
recovered during alterations to the Churth. An histetteni account of this 
Old *' or Mission Church will be found in the pages of the Old Church 
Parifh Maguiof for J893 in a series of interesting articles. In the Novem¬ 
ber number of the same Magazine there tsan account of this church 
explanatory oF its name ol Lai Gtrja. Its foundalioti stone was laid in t'jft'j 
and it was opened on Advent Sunday 1770. It was called Betk Tgpkiiiak 
Its architect was one M, B. de Mevell a Dane, and its cost imounting in 
some Rs. 60.000 was defrayed by Mr. Kiernander himmilL It was stibse- 
qucotly enlarged and improved by David Brown with the assistance of )u$ 
friend and co-trustee Mr. WitlUm Chambers Proto-notary and Perstan Inter¬ 
preter to the Supreme Court of Judicature who died on the sand August t74>5 
and was buried in the South Park Street Burial Ground. 

The Old Of Misston Cbiirch is situated in Mission Row. Tlic present 
churdt is so a^Tang■l^d that the communion table stands in the North. The 
old chancel now forma a bapitsteryt an alteration which was made in 1895 
owing to the necessity for enlarging (he church. 

Daiid Brown was the prime mover in founding the Auxiliary Bible 
Society of which he was the first Secretary. In iSoo lie also founded the 
Calcutta Charitable Fund. He held the <^ce of Provost of the College of 
Fort William from its first foondaiton. On the 15111 May 1806 this uflice W'os 
abuILshed by the ord era of the Honourable Court of Directors. Mr. Brown, 
hoivever, fitill ctmtin ued to afford nRsistanee to the Council of the College fw 
some years. 

David Brown W 3 » twice married- “His second wife was Miss 
Prancea Cowley, daughter ol Capiain Cowley and Mrs, Cowley, anihor of the 
Belle's Stratagtim, etc." (Tliis quotation is from a letter written to me by the 
Reverend G. 1 . Cowley Brown, Rector of St. Johns and Cannon of St. Mary's 
Cathedra], Edinburgh, a grandson of David Brown}. A daughter by thti 
marriage " Frances Cowley” Brown died aged tS on (he 3rd March 1824 and her 
tomb Is in the South Park Street Bund-Ground neat to that of David Brown. 

In jSia, Mr. Brown wa* attacked fry a dangerous illness and died on ttie 
t4ih June in that year aged 48 or 441. He lies buried in the South Park 
Street BuriaS-GTOund close to the cntrinDe. His tomb ts on the right hand 
fride ol the gateway as you etiier. it bear^h the following insciiption. 
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'' Sacred to the memory of Reverend Oa.vtd Brown who was ten years 
Senior Chaplain al the Presidency anil ProvoM of the College of Fort 
William i he also held in trost the Ministry of the Old Chtirch one and 
twenty yeara^ He died ij^th June 18 la. aged 41$ years. The Memory of (he 
Juat is bteued/’ 

tn the Old Chuich there is son memofial d the R«vd. David Brown in 
the shape of a blach tablet haed in the wall of the old chancel {now the 
baptistery). The inscription reads "to ihe poor the Gospel was preached 
in this church by die Reverend David Browu, twenty five years.**^ 

Tlierr is, as already pointed out, some tinccrtaiuty as to Ute dctnal year 
of his birth- From the Magdalene College records which state that he 
entered the College at the age ol 20 on 4tli Febrnaiy tySa, he would appear 
to have been bom in 1762, while the above inscriptions point to (763 or 1764 
as the year of bis birth. 

For these biographical notes, I am indthtod to various sources. The 
extracts from the registers ol Magdalene College Cambridge, were forivarded 
to me by the Master of the College, Lord Braybrooke. 1 am also under 
obligation to the Reverend G, I. Cowley Brown, Rector of St, John's. 
Edinburgh, the Revd- Mr,.Carysfori Proby of Ponbory Vicarage. W. Bristol 
and to Miss Kathleen Blechynden of Ryde fur their kindness in giving me 
family information by letter- Other aoqrces have been the Memorial

THE REVEREND CLAUDIUS BUCHANAN, 

First Vire.Provost of lire College of Fofl Wniiam- He was bom at 
Camburlang near Glasgow lUi the ulh .March 1766. He was the son of Mr- 
Atexander Buchanan who married a daughter of Mr. Claudius Soitiers nne ot 
the elders of the Church at Camburlang. In 1773, when reven years of age 
Oaudius Buchanan entered tfur Grammar Schnol of inveraty, Argyllshire ot 
which hbi father was then Master. Here he rernained till the year 1779 and 
in tySo, was appointed tutor to the two sons of Mr. Campbell of Dunstafuoge. 
In ) 782 he left Wr. Campbell's family nnd proceeded to the Dnivetally of 
Glasgow, but left again in 1784 to become tutor to the sons of Mr. Campbell 
of Knockdly and hi 1783, he became tutor to the sons of Mr, Campbefi of 
Carradell in Klntyre. In 1768, Bncimnan once more returned to College 3l 
Glasgow, but in the following year Irft Scotland with Iht intention of milting 
the tour of Europe In fool with hJs vjoHn to aid in maintaining him on the 
way. Thb project was doomed to faJlure and after undergoing many hard¬ 
ships Buchanan obiaioed a situation 4s clerk to an attorney in London, ami 
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•■ul^qiieally with * Solkitnr H'ilh n'hom he reinntnefl some Ihree year*. 
Dtwiiig the periwl lie saffiered much from the pressure of poverty. At Tettgth 
io the Miebaeimas term of (791, BtichenBn wu entered as a penimtin of 
Queen > Colfenfe, Cambridge t nrheee he wa» to remain «t the expense' of a 
friend, a Mr, Tbomton. with the object of quntifying for HoTy Orders. 

For the Following exIrarU from the " Boot: of Orders of Qiieen'» 
Cottege, Cambridge, the writer js indebted to the courtesy of the present 
President, the Bewl F. S. Chase.^—" jyth February <79?, Elected Buchanan. 
Mr. Clmhe's Scholar, i8tb April lygi. I did then In the pmaenro of the 
Society met In corigregation. nommatc Buchananj Mr. Scifgwtck’s scholar.

In 1794, the question of his going to India wa^ ftrsi robed by his friend 
Mr, Nendon, Hector of S. Mary Woolnoth. On the Aoth .Saptember 1795, 
Mr. Buchanan wju ordained Deacon at Fulhain hy Bbhop Pojtrns and 
immediaicly entered upon his duties ss Curate to Mr. Newton at S. Mary 
VM'oolnotk 

Early in 179^, however, bis friends obtainod for litm an appointment as 
Chaplain in the service of the Beat Indio Company, bis applicatioD being 
supported by excelleat testimomKls from his CoJlege and irom tJie Bishop of 
London. Tlib appointment was niaiie cm the 30tli March (796, and having 
been admitted to priest’s orders he sailed from Portsmouth in the ** Busbrldge " 
Hast Imttaman. for Bengal on the nth August following. He landed at 
CatciUta on the 10th March t797, and loolt up hb quarters at a house in 
Durrumtollah. Two months Utrr he was appointed Chaplain of Bairackpure 
where he remamed liU November 1797. On the 3rd April <797 Mr Buchanan 
marriett Mbs Mary \Vhtsh and his first daughter was bom on the rath 
JaauAry tSoo, Miss Wiiislt was the third daughter of the Revd. Hkhaid 
Wltifch, Rector of Ncfthwnld, Morlolk and was not yet nineteen when she 
married Mr. Buchanan. She eveotoally died at sea on the way to EngUod 
on board the Lailv B’sndai on iKe tSth. June 1^05. 

Durfng his stay at Banackpore. Bttchanan became very fTiondly niih the 
Hevd. David Brown (the »ob}ect of the prccedbig notice) who was one of the 
Chaplains at the Presidency. Alter the death of Mr. Rlngeitank who had 
been In charge of the " Lai Gtrja " or Mission Church, Mr. Brown aotl Mr. 
Buchanan shared between them liie graidtous Ubour of the Mission Cimrch. 
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It was at Barrackpore that Budiaitan commenced bis studies of Hiadostsoi 
and Persian. 

In Pebnuiy t&oo, Buchnnaii preached a sermon at the ** NciiT Chunch " 
(Sl Jiiha's) before Loed Moi-ningtoo on the occasion of the general thank:> 
gtring for the rmccess of Hia Majesty's force*. For this serinon Me 
Buchanan received the thanks of the Govemor^Ceoerat in Council and it was 
directed that the sermon should be printed for distribution. Upon the 
foandatiem of the College of Fort Wlllbm, tbth May iSoo, Mr. Buchanan was 
appointetl Us Vice Provost. A letter from Mr Buchanan to Mr, Grant, dated 
Sattgof Roads, a 3 rd August tfioih give.s an account of the College and Eurihef 
letters are of interest in connection with this special subject- In one of Id* 
letten Mr. Buchanan speaks of a CoUege chapel fpages 220-zzt] of which 
tlie writer can find no mention tn any of the College recnords in illo? 
Mr, Buchanan was able to repay Mr. Thornton the ^400 which that g-nlteman 
had expended upon Buchanan's College career. He also devoted a lum of 
LSou for the support of a young man at the University of teli^ous character 
and good ability who might be in poor eircumstaoces and whom Mr, Tfiornion 
or Mr, Newton or Dr. Milner.

in 1S04* Mr. Bnchanaiis offer of theinatitutlon of prices for Cviripositicios 
were accepted by the tevetal bodies to whom the alter had been msflo, with 
the cacoptiiio of tlm University of Oxfords by which they were declined on 
the ground of certain objeclkms in point of form. The coEnposItion* were 
to be in Greek.

Coast accoinpanletl by Colood Macaulay. Mcmoint pp, i 70. tn March 
iSoS he sailed for Europe: In the ** Charlton'* and arrived in Londou on the 
iBth Avgust. He had now given up all thought.* of ever rcluratug to India, 
intending to *'grow old preaching the Gospel.’' 

Dr, Buchanan after a visit to the Bodlebn and othur libraries presented 
to the Library of the University of Cambridge twenty fii-e tnanusertpEs chiefly 
Biblical written in Hebrew, Syriac and Ethiopif, (p. a in) and received the 
Degree of Doctor of Divinity from the University, Front August tSoS to 
October 180$ he officiated at Welbech Chapeh Loodon. tn November 1S09, 
Or. Buchanan became engaged ta Mary, youngest daughter of Henry 
Thompson, Esq,, of Kirley Hatl near Borough bridge in Vprksliire, and 
they were marrted in Fefaniarj jSio living at Moat Hall or Parsonage in the 
Perub of Ouaebvrn, within a quarter of a mite of Kirlcy Halt. In December 
Of that year a aoa was born which survived only three days. Early itt tSti 
hi*"ChrbUan Researches in A-ria” wa* published. Ii ran ihroogt, four 
editions in one year. In February of that year Dr. Buchanan had an 
apoplectic seizure while canductlng family prayer, right heniEplegia partifli 
in extent, but attended with aphasia Imm which he soon recovered more or 
less perfectly. Upon his recovery he proposed a voya^ to PaWstbe with 
the i^iew of establishing presses in Jeniaalem or Aleppo for the Hebrew. 

Howe vet, in December (811, be hud a s ec ond 
paralytic stroke with complete hetneptegta, but was able to rcsttme corres¬ 
pondence in January i8ij Early tn 1813 (Febniaiy) another son was boro 
which lived, but half an hour, and on the 33rd Mareh, Mrs. BuchaRaii died, 
la October Dr. Buchanan left Kirley Hall for Cambridge where he romsined 
till tylh January 1S14, finally taking tip his teaidatec at Bmabourne in 
Hertfordshire At this pJnee the printer lived who had undertaken to print 
the edition of the Syriac New Tesument for the use of the Syrian Chfisttans 
in the Coast of Malabar. He relumed to Kirley Hall early In January 1813, 
but OB (he tgtb returned oitce more to Bmxboumr. At this time hts tarly 
friend and benefactor Mr. Henry Timrnton died, and soon after hli return 
to Broahouruc on the astli January, after attending the funeral, he had a 
third seizure and died on the lUih February. He was buried at Little 
Ouseburo m Vorkshirc near lila second wife. In his wilt he describes himself 
a- Clamilu* Buchanan of Lhilc Oiurbum, Copies of ibe monumental 
inacriptinus on hb tomb and (bat of lib second wife are to he found at the 
end Of Valomc H uf the Memoir*, (Menintrs ol the Life and Wntinga of 
the Revd.

CHARLES ROTHMAN, 

The first Secretary to the Council of the College of Fort VVilllani Mras 
appointed Immediately on the Jnstilution of the College and held the oiiice 
tilt hia dealli on the a3rd September < Soj. In t79>B tUs name appears as 
being gazetted to a Ueateaaat'Colonelcy in the Calctitta Militia (CaUufU 
afilh'Novetnfier I79&)- He Is buried in Ihe North l^rk Street 
Barial Groood where the inscription oa his tomb states that he ivas 
48 years of age. 

He was succeeded in the Secreiaryshfp by Dr, WilUam Hunter. 

Charles Rothman was married ( 179®) to Henrielta ..,,, 

who died in 1796. She is buried in Ihe South Park Street Burial Ground 
and from the inscription we learn that she was bom at Caermarthen the 
2ist September 1770, and died at Calcutta the 33th December 1796. 

In the North Park Street Burial Ground is buned one George Rothman 
who died on the 13th September 1613, aged at yearn. TIU» would give 
1793 as the date of hia birth. This George Rothman was presnmabi) the 
son of Cliarles and Henrietta Rothman. 

Charles Rothman'u position in the College was different to that of the 
secretaries who succeeded him. He docs not appear to have bad^any know* 
ledge of ortentai languages and certainly never took an)' part in teaching 
them in the College, 


DR. WILLIAM HUNTER. 

Appointed Secretary to the Collie of Fort William, ist November 1803. 
William Hunter was a Scotijhman. He was born at Montrose in 1755 
and was educated at the Uarischal College and University of Aberdeen 
where he took the Degree of Master of Arts in He ws? apprenticed 

to a surgeon for four years. Thrn he was Medical Officer on board an East 
Indiaman, and arrived in India In 1781, Dn his arrival he was transferred lo 
the Government service. In July 1783 Hunter was Medical Officer of the 
'* Success ” galley winch was employed In conveying remforeementa from 
Bengal to the CamatJe. The Success was wrecked on the Pegu Coast 
and the time spent there was turned to aecoiuit by Hunter In writing a work 
on Pegu. 

Htmter was gazetted as Assistant Surgeon on the 6th April 1783, and as 
Surgeon on the 3 t»t October 1794. Being appointed Residency Surgeon

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at Agra, Mr. Hunter ccinfributed to tJve Asiatic Researches a flatraUve of a 
pumey from Agra to Oujeln which contains nsefu’ top 6 grt|thk;a 1 »ih) 
hatanka! notes, (As, Res. VoL Vf, pp. 7-76). 

From 17^ to 1806, liuntei held the appointment o( Surgeon to the 
Marines. He was tnicc Seoretarj to the Asia tie Society of Bengal from 
.May tjijS to March iSoa, and again from April 1S04 to April iSn. In 1801 
he became an Examiner in Hindustani in the College of Fort William and 
uj 1S05 ivaa appointed Assistant Professor of Hindustani On the 1st 
November 1805, Hunter was appointed Secretary and Librarian to the 
College in succession to Mr. Charles Roth man who had died on I ha 33rd of 
September. He held this office till iSii when he resigned upon being 
appointed Superinteodmg Sufgeon nf Java. In rSo8 when Hunter waa 
Surgeon to the Genetal Hospital be received the Degree of Doctor of 
Medicine tram a Scottish Dniveralty most probably Aberdeen, la iSta he 
died at BatavU at the age of 37. 

While In India, Dr. Hunter bad suffered a good deal from “ Asthma " for 
which he had to take short periods of leave on mediciil certificate. Dr. 
Hunter was a Foreign Member of the Medical Society of London, Honorary 
Member of the Paris Academical Society of Science, 

His chid work was his Dictionary of Hindustani and Eogltsb puMbhed 
in 1E08 uf which particulars will be founf! in the text. Hunter also collected 
and transbted a large number of praveibs in Hindiutani and PersUn, a 
worit which he handed on to Captain Roebuck on being tranaferred to Java. 
On Capuin Roeburk’s death In 1819 the woiit was taken up by H. H. 
Wilson and the collection was finaKy pubUshed under Wilson's editorship 
In 1824. Hunter n l « o published an Essay on ihe Diseases incident to Endian 
Seamen or Lascars on long voyages (Caloulta 10O4J, and a tranalatian of the 
New Testament Into the Hindustani Language (Calcutta 1805!. Besides 
this Dr, Hunter published papers In the Asiatic Researchrs of wfileh tim 
following Is a lisl*

DR. JOHN LEYDES. 

Secnstatyi sSth September 1S07. John Leyden wa» 
the son of John Leyden anil IsabelU Scoti. He n-aa bom 8th September 
«775 at Denholm in the parish of Cavers, RosebnrghshinL He sttidled 
medicine and Unguagn at the Edbtbufgh University froin 1790 to 
1797, In 1798) he was licensed as a preacher, but was never great In 
the miaiitry and spent the neat Rfleen years in literary work in the course of 
which he met Sir IValtet Scott and contributed to the early volumes ot 
Border Minstrelsy. He was tmdoDbtedfy possessed of considerable (Meltc 
talent, tn tSo:Z, he ttuned hb medicat education to account by accepting the 
offer of an Assistant-surgcoiicy in Madras and hetore proceeding thither, took 
the Degree of M. D. at St Andrews. He reacheil Madras on the 19th 
August 180J, and was at once appointed to the Madras Genera) Hospital, 
fn 1804, he was appointed Surgeon.*oatuialist to accompany the commissioners 
over the Mysore Rrovinces recently taken from Tlpoo Stiftan and jn the 
course of that duty prepared a report on the geology, diseases, crops and 
languages of the districts ibrougfj which the Comnusstoners passed. At 
Seriogapatam He was struck down by fever and received mach kindness from 
Sir John Malcolm. His convaleacence was occupied in Ihe study of Sanskrit 
and translating from Persian and Hindustani. After his recovery he travelled 
for his health through Matshar to CaKliin and Quilon frorn May to Septembei 
1805, finally reaching Penang where he wrote 4 Disserratino on the 
Langttagee and Uteralnre of the hido*Chlnese Nations. (See .Asiatic 
Researches, Vol. X, p. 15$). He Tetumed to India in 1806 ami uUled at 
Calcutta. Here he became a ISfetnber of tlie AsiaHc Society of Bengal, and 
was appointed Professor of HbidoBuni at the College of Port Witliam. Not 
long after this Leyden was appointed to the judgeship of the a4>Parganas and 
in 1809 he was appointed Connnissioiier of theConrt of Reijuests. At the end 
of 1810 he was made Asnay'Master of the Calcutta Mint- In iSii Leyden 
accompanied Lord Minto to java as Malay Interpreter and died there ot 
lever on the 38th August 1811 after three days' illtiesfl, A monutnent to hb 
memory was erected at Denholm in 1861.

LIEUTENANT THOMAS ROEBUCK, 

Lieuienaoi Thomaa Ro^uck acted at various limes as Assistant 
Secretary to the College of Fort William, betweca the years 1811 and 1017. 
The following tnieJ oolice b mainly abridged from the Memoir of Captain 
Thoinas Roebuck written by his friend Horace Haymao Wilson which wUI 
be found in Wtt^oo's edirion of the Proverbs originalty collected by 
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Dr. Wllfiara Hunter, partially iranslaled and arranged by Roebuck and finaJly 
edited by WU^n and published In 1824 Calcntta. 

Captain Roebuck was Ibc grandson of Dr, John Roebuck the inventor. 
He was bom to Unlilhgo^vshire to 1781, and was educated first at Alloa and 
iiubseijueolly at the Hdinhkirgh High School, In t8ot| be left Engtanil lor 
India where hb unete Benjamin Roebuck had procured biro an appointment 
in the Madras Service- He first joined the tyih Native Infantry as 1 
Cadet and soon Icarued Hindustani which he turned to useful purpose in the 
campaign undrr Genera! Wellesley. He was afterwards appointed Fort 
Adjutant and Acting Town Major at Vellore, In 1805 he was compelled to 
return to England on account of bis ilt-bealth and remained in England three 
years- During this period he assisted Dr, John Gilchrist in the preparation 
of certain of his Hindustani works. In t8)0> Lieutenant Roebuck returned 
to India and in March (Sir was appointed to the College of Fori WtllUiu in 

Calcutta, He died on the 8th December 18(9. and is buried In the South 
Park Street Burial Ground. Calcutta The inscription on hiy tomb (tales 
■■ Bom December 1784, deceased December i 3 r$ According to ibb he 
wia thirty five at the time of his death which is correct, so that the date of 
bis birth given in Wilson's Memoir i$ incorrect and is obviously a mUprlnt.

Roebuck was married b 18(3, and left a widow who married again. It 
does not appear that he left any tblldren. Roebuck was a diligent worker 
and from 1805 to the end of bb life did much for the cause of otienUl studies 
to India. Aili?r assisting Dr. Gilchrist with bis British Indian Monitor and 
English and Hindustani Dictionary he engaged in tlie preparaiion of class 
books for the College of Fort William in the publication of the BurbaH-Qatt. 
■he compilation and translation cd proverbs in various oriental languages and 
to the Annals of the College from 1803 10 iSiS which latter wmk was 
publUbcd in 1819, At the time of his death be waa engaged in preparing a 
fuller edition of Hunter'^ Dktiofiary of Hindustani. Pari of the maieriats for 
^tl^a undertakicig still remains in the Library' of the Board of Examiners in 
three large lollo volumes roanuscripls- ISee alSrO Dtetionafy NaRattil 


CAPTAIN DAVID RUDDELL. 

Appdnted Secretary to the College of Fori W^iUtanr, tilh March 18^4 
Captain David Ruddell died On the <6th December (835, when on bU 
tmum from Persia bearing despatches from die British Ambassador for the 
Covernment of India. From his long connexion with the College of Fort 
Willtam few persons (vere luitet known and few were more geutrally 
esteemed to India than Captain Ruddell It was underatooil that he had a 
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prambe of a coafidential smploymeot on the GovcrnOf-General'A StaS both 
from Lord Heytesbury and Lord Auckland. 

The following tBscription to his memory Is erected al Shiraz '— 

Sacred to the memory of Captain bavid Rnddell the Bengal Amy 
who while proceeding from Tehtan to Cakatia. with despatches from bi^ 
Britannic Majesty’s Ambassador at the Court of Persia* wan cal off by fever 
in ihii cily on the t6th December 1S35 in the 45th year of bln age* deeply 
lamented by ail who knew bjs eminent and varied actjuireinents and Tiis many 
public and private worths."

He was appointed permanently un the tlth Match 18^4* andbetd 
the appointment till the tsl February tSgi, when he was succeeded by 
Lieutenant Todd (aistj^ative Infantry) who, how'cver. only held the post tjirec 
moDtUs dying on the noth March at the age of a8. {Gtrtt^rntn^nf 
2ind March 1832),.

WtLUAM CAREY 

The Reverend William Carey, D.D.* Father of Indian Missions, teudered 
such invaluable seivices; to the College of Fort Wllllan) for many years, botfi 
as translator and as examiner to the Collegei that a short falography of him 
BatniulJy finds a place in this History, Full particulars of his life have been 
pubtLilied in various works oi which the fuUtst and best Is the Life of William 
Carey, D.O,, by George Smith, U 1 .D., Ct.E., London (1S85). 

Carey wan a Kotthamptonshirc mao. ihc son of a weaver Edmund Carey 
and was bortt al Patilcrspury in that country on the i|th August 1761, In 
early hie lie was apprenticed to a shoemaker and It was in the course of 
apprenticeship that Im learned tlw lirst rudlinetits of the Greek, Latin and 
Hebrew tongues. Fortunately lor India the enbbter did not stick lo hL» last, 
but became a minister nf the Hoptlst Coaimuntty and being possessed of 
strong MissionarY instincts, eventually proceeded to India where he landed in 
Novennber 1793, From this time onward Carey devoted hiinsell to mi^don 
work, A» a prelimlnaiy lie devoted himself to Uw stnily of Bengali and 
Sanskrit, and was very soon to find n work in the i<phefe of languages, as on 
the foundaiion of Uie Fori Williatii College, he was appointed Professor of 
Bengali and Sanskrit. His labours as a missionary and Ibe enthusU*m wUh 
which he set to work to print the Gospels in Bengali and other dialects are 
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wtW known. In tUe c^jiir&c of scwne years Carey translated the New Trstuienl 
into nn less lhan tangaages and tbml in spite af early poverrty and mticb 
domestic anxkty. 

VVlIlUiA Carey was thrice married, finally Lo Dofotliy PlaLk+t whom Jse 
manird at HsckletOD ^boat 17^0. By licf be had fix children, Atm wiio dirti 
in mf&iicyj Felix bom 17861 WlllUm^ Peter horn 1789, died in Inhmryi Jahe?, 
born 1793 and jemathan* 

Dorothy Carey died on the Slh December iSoj, and is buriivd at Scrniii- 
pore in the Mission Burial Ground. William Oirey iDarried secondly tn 
tSofi (May 9th) Charlotte Emdb the Lady Rhuniohr, a DanUh Lady nf wealth, 
who died, leaving no issme, on the 30th May i$ 2 i* William Carey cnarried 
taaily July aand 182J, at the Cathedral (now St. John's Church), Grade 
Hugbis, a widow %vhn surveyed him having liad no issue by him. She died 
on the aand July 1S35. 

WilSbm Carey died at Scrampore on the 9th June 1834* He lies 
buried at Serampore by the idde of his second wife as directed in hk will 
(These poinlSj 1 have recorded frant personal obBervation—G. In ihe 

Seram pore Mission Burial Gmimd (N--W. Comer) ii an eneloEStire oontaining 
the graves of Williftio Carey, the three wives above meDtioned and Felix 
Carey his eldest son. Side by side of William Carey’s grave to the eastward 
o( li (the graven lie Noftli and South] is a grave bearing the following 
mscriptioo "'In memory of ^faTy wife Revd. William Carey of CalciiiUi 

died Sepictnllcr."^ 

VVillbni Carey w^aa fot twenty eight years a Mcmbci of llie AsiaLk 
Society of Bengal, and contrtboted many papers |o its joamal. in 1807 he 
wai granied tlie Hunorary O^ree of Doctor of Divinity by tJie Brown 
Univeiaity, U. S- A. He was also a Fellow of the Liancoao Swuely, a 
Fellow of the Geological Stxueiy and a cortespondiftg Menibai of Ihe 
Hortlcuitural Sociely of London. 

Carey was inairumental in bringing about the Anal sboLLtion of the 
practice of Suttee hy Lard William Bcntltick^ and when In Dereiriber i8j 9, 
the tioverncuent order was puhiLitied forbiikling ihe further performaiiL'c 
ol iho ritOp Caiey aat the whole of one Suitdey transUtuig the rcgulattoh 
into tilt] vernacular to avoid delay in Its promulgation knowing m be 
himsetf said ** that emy day's delay rmghi bring deaih to one or moie 
unhappy 

William Carey, missfoiuiryi botanlel and ortentaKat, will always laktr 
rank fti one ol liic giaiits el the iutelieciitaJ world, none but ihom who have 
taince have worked to India even under present conditlona can reatiae Che 
undaunted pcrgeverance and superhuman energy he must have pnaseBaed 
lo achieve 4iuch astounding remits in 50 wide a field In face of the ifl the 
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obstacles It ™ hb 4 «ilny to eneoimlcf *nd OYcrcome. " Expect great 
thitigs from God snd a^ltempt great things fof God/' was. hi» watchword ud 
who can dowhi thiK it wa* hi® perfect irtist in the Almighty Father that was 
the secret of his splendid svCGest The words which by !iis express wish 
were inscribed on the mcnHirlal which marks the resting place of hla Mcond 
wife are characteristic ol the tnaa.

WTLUAM NASSAU LEES. 

Was appointed Secretary to the College of Fort William oit the jth March 
i8j3- He was born on the j6th refamary 1825, being the fourth son of Sir 
Harcourt Lee*, Baronet. He was educated ai North Grove and Trinity 
College. Dublin where he took no Degree as far aa can be ajeettained. fn 
1846 he waa given a Beagal Cadetsliip and on arrival In India was posied 
Ensign to the 4and Native fnfantry In March rfi+6. In March 1S53 whlfe 
allll an Ensign he was appointed Secretary to the College of Fort William. 
In 1857 he ivaa appointed Prjndpal of the Calcutta Madrassa, a post whidi 
he held in conjunction with the College appointment. He was also Persian 
Translator to Goveroment and joint-proprieior ol ilie 7 r«rf 0/ India 
newspaper.

It the Priefiti rCsWcd at Sarampur, Sunday was the chief day selected 
by parents for having their children baptised, or, what ia more likely, that the 
Prieste came from elsewhere, say from Calcutta, on Saturdays, and left on 
Mondays, the parentt taking occasion of their short stay to bring their 
children to baptism. The latter enplanatjon will appear more plausible if the 
first column bdow reprewnts the dates when baptisms were performed at 
Seramptjtby certain Priests, and the second column represents baptism* (B), 
ortnamages (MJ, perfontied by the same Priests at Mmghthata, Calcutta 
during the same months.

Ffesetit 
oa the occasion were t Master* Maung Kyaw Min of Akyab {14 years)* RogEt 
Kirkpatrick (16 years), Walter O'Roorke (*4 yeara), Denb Phipahrkk 
(l6 years). Helvetiws KeScill (*4 years], and myselL Unavoidably absent? 
Master Eric Hllb (ij years). 

The day fixed for tlw excursion was that of the wtnding-op of oor 
activities, »»., the last-butane before the re-opening of classes at the end
